"The fourth-quarter spending 


was about a million dollars 
more than the average for tho 
.lirst three quarters "or approxi- 
mately 30 per cent higher.

The guidepost on spending in 
these last quarters has not 
been, 
'What do we actually 


need? It has been, 'How much - 
money have we got left to get

Their bodies were not re- 
covered until after the ruins cooled 
The children were the sons and 
daughters of Guy Durlin, of Bear 
Lake, who shot and killed his wife 
and himself in September of 1951. 


The fire was discovered shortly 


after midnight. Firemen said the 
two-story,- frame building was en- 
veloped in flames when they ar- 
rived.

Patricia Durlin, }5, a sister of 


the young victims, climbed down 
a fire escape to safety. 


Mrs. Martha Finlan, a neighbor 


and close friend of Mrs. McCoy's 
said: 


"This is horrible. Everything is

My first intimation of an approa- 


ching typhoon was when listening 
to the regular 10 o'clock news 
broadcast I hoard that the island 
o£ Guam was In condition 3. This 
was December 30. 1052 when every 
one "was planning a gala New 
Year .colcbra(ion and all the Christ 
mas decorations were still up in 
tho, (homes, stores, and various 
installations on the island. 


While out shopping, I saw mi 


amusing incident. Various Christ- 
mas'scenes were on thu . IcJancl; 
but the one that seemed 
most 


amusing to me was of a huge 
crane with Merry Christmas writ- 
ten in large letters on the boom 
which was holding up a miniature 
house with a linhtcd fireplace. To 
one side they had a realistic look- 
ing church and steeple all color- 
fully lighted built on the front of 
a quonset. Driving past, 1 noticed 
they wore taking clown «)! Uio dec 
orations and securing the crane.
